Oath/Declaration

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

i) The specification is objected to for the following reason: 
The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed (see MPEP § 606.01). 
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A new abstract is required that is clearly indicative the invention to which the 
claims are directed. 

Note that, the claims are directed to semiconductor device instead of to a method 
of making a semiconductor device. 

The specification has been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. However, the applicant's cooperation is requested 
in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

ii) Cancellation of Claims 1-26. 

Reasons for Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 27-52 would be allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for 
allowance: None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed Semiconductor 
package having an interface between the backside surface and the solid material has a mean 
surface roughness factor Ra of between about 5% to about 40% of the mean thickness of the die 
and among other limitations as cited in independent claims. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
